The following statements were 
drafted at the end of the day: 
1. Those present agree to the 
necessity for an on-going coalition 
of NYS non-profit media groups to 
meet regularly, with a minimum of 
bureacracy, to share information 
and resources. 
2. For initial purpose of commu- 
nication and simple working 
methods, the coalition should hold 
upstate and downstate working 
meetings with information shared 
through identified coordinators. 
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3. The initial objectives will 
be to A.) establish simple, 
effective communications among 
ourselves and B.) to initiate 
a commonly created project to 
educate principal support sources 
(such as NYSCA) as to what the 
centers and groups are about and 
a definition/overview of our field. 
Following the upstate meeting 
representatives went to NYC for the 
first in a continuing series of 
weekly meetings. The primary 
objective of the meetings is to 
establish a course for organizing 
and including the entire state of 
media groups in an alliance. A 
special Newsletter is being sent 
to every group who applied to the 
New York State Council on the Arts, 
TV/Media Department. This news- 
letter will include minutes from 
the meetings of the past months, 
a list of addresses for every 
group who will receive the 
Newsletter, the resume of the new 
Director of TV/Media at NYSCA, and 
a profile questionaire.
